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U.S, Balloonists Hailed on French Landing 

Mobbed by Thousands 


In Field Near Evreux 


EVREUX, France. Aug. 17 
(UPI) — Three U.S. adventurers 
who made the first balloon cross- 
ing of Che Atlantic landed this 
evening in a wheatfield SO miles 
' west of Paris and were immedi- 
ately surrounded by thousands of 
jubilant admirers. 

The touchdown alone the trail 
- blazed SO years ago by U.S. avia- 
tor Charles Lindbergh was at 

• 7:50 pjn. A French radio news 
; announcer called it a historic 

flight. 

-As the tired but grinning bal- 
loonists — Albuqerque, N.M., 
businessmen Ben Abruzzo, 48, 
Maxie Anderson, 44, and Larry 
Newman, 31 — climbed out of 
their gondola, they were mobbed 
by about 4,000 persons who had 
driven along highways and bade 
roads to follow their progress 
across the French countryside. 

“1 cannot believe this welcome. 
This is unimaginable to me.” said 
Mr. Abruzzo. 

The ""Americans immediately 
uncorked a bottle of champagne 

• they had carried to celebrate 
. their feaL 

French Cabinet ministers. 
Transport Minister Joel Je Theule 
and Youth and Sport Minister 
Jean-Pi erre Soisson. were on 
hand to greet them as their stiver- 
and- black, helium-filled balloon, 
. the Double Eagle II. landed in 
the tiny village of Miserey near 
here six days after taking off 
from Presque Isle. Maine. Virtu- 
ally the entire population of the 
village was on hand for the land- 
ing. 


The Americans flew the Stars 
and Stripes and the French trico- 
lor from their gondola and an 
escort of civilian planes and heli- 
copters bused overhead. 

They had hoped to land at Le 
Bourget outside Paris where 
Lindbergh landed in his single- 
engine Spirit of St- Louis on May 
21, 1927, the first to fly alone 
across the Atlantic. 

But after the balloonists had 
crossed the French coast above 
Le Havre, the winds shifted and 
their craft drifted to the west of 
Paris. They interrupted their de- 
scent at an altitude of about 
1.500 feet at one point in a futile 
attempt to maneuver their craft 
closer to the French capital 
The UJS. Embassy in Paris 
said that the balloonists would be 
guests at the residence of Ambas- 
sador Arthur Hartman. One of 
them was to sleep in the Lind- 
bergh bedroom. The bedroom 
holds what the embassy calls 
“the Undbereh bed," a gray 
wooden single bed in which 
Lindbergh slept after his landing. 

The Americans, who had drift- 
ed over Ireland last night to be- 
come tbe first balloonists to cross 
the Atlantic, were sighted over 
Le Havre, 100 mfles northwest of 
Paris, at 4 p m. 

2-Mile Altitude 

Tbe 11 -story high balloon was 
traveling at 31.4 miles an hour at 
an altitude of two miles when it 
reached the En glish Channel 
Throughout the morning, ra- 
dio stations in France asked lis-

The balloonists crossed 
Ireland’s west coast yesterday at 
10:02 pjn. about 15,000 feet 
above Louisburg in County 
Mayo. 

“We are on top of the world,” 
Mr. Anderson radioed to tbe Bal- 


ly Green station. “All three of us 
are jubilant. We almost jumped 
out of our skins when we readied 
Lhe Irish coast . . . We've just 
brought a big one home.” 

At least seven men have died 
in 17 attempts to cross the Atlan- 
tic by balloon. In an attempt last 
year, Mr. Abruzzo and Mr. An- 
derson were forced to ditch near 
Iceland after a 66-hour flight An

Mr. Hua, on the second day of 
his trip, was given a guided tour of 
Bucharest that included a stop at a 
machin e tool factory and a visit to 
a local supermarket which was 
stocked with delicacies and choices 
of meat cuts that Romanians nor- 
mally do not see. 

A red carpet was rolled out for 


Mr. Hua’s visit to the market. It 
was rolled back after his departure 
and the doors to tbe shop were 
shut. - 

Mr. Hua, 58, appeared vigorous 
and trim. 

Western observers who knew 
him before he assumed power 
noted that his hair was dyed black 
— after reportedly being almost 
completely white — and that his 
general appearance was more 
dapper than before. 


Troops Encircle Tehran’s Bazaar District 


TEHRAN, Aug. 17 (UPI) — 
Army troops and police today 
blocked all roads leading to 
Tehran’s troubled bazaar district to 
prevent repetition of yesterday’s 
Moslem rioting. 

The usually teeming bazaar was 
deserted, witnesses said An under- 
ground “society of bazaar mer- 
chants and artisans" began a strike 
yesterday in protest against the 
deaths of 15 people in riots in Is- 
fahan and Shiraz last week. 

Streets around the bazaar were 
closed after several thousand peo- 
ple gathered near a mosque. Shop- 
ping areas in Tehran’s central and 
northern districts were unaffected 
by the strike. 

Daryush Homayun, chief gov- 
ernment spokesman and minister 
of information, yesterday accused a 
conspiracy of Communists “in dif- 
ferent disguises” and extremist 
Palestinians for the violence. Their 
aim, he said was to topple Shah 
Mohammed Reza PahlavL 

Tbe shah has offered “100 per 
cent free" elections and creation of 
democratic institutions on Western 


models. Moslem radicals want an 
“Islamic government" run by the 
clergy. 

[In Beirut, the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization today denied 
the charge. “It's absolute 
nonsense,” PLO spokesman Mah- 
moud Labadi said of the allegation, 
by Mr. Homayun.] 

Soldiers with rifles and machine 
guns took up positions at streets 
leading to the bazaar and prevent- 
ed people from entering the area. 
Yesterday police bad fired tear gas 
at striking Moslem merchants. 

Fifteen people were killed and 
several hundred injured in dashes 
with police last week in tbe south- 
ern cities of Isfahan and Shiraz. 
Martial law remained in effect in 
Isfahan today for the sixth day. 

‘Islamic Government 1 

Mr. Homayun said that the aim 
of the rioting and a propaganda 
campaign was “the overthrow of 
the regime, the collapse of our so- 
cial and political order.” 

The radical Moslem opposition 


movement is led by Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini, who has lived 
in exile in Iraq for more than 15 
years. His following has increased 
with the upsurge of an “Islamic 
government campaign by opposi- 
tion mullahs, and he has asked 


adherents to ignore the shah’s de- 
mocratization program. 

Mr. Homayun said that the 
shah's plan for democratic elec- 
tions in 1979 would go ahead, al- 
though the radicals' actions could 
cause difficulties. 


— President Carter said today that 
he is taking a personal political 
gamble with the upcoming Middle 
East summit at Camp David, but 
added that he was hopeful that all 
parties could “set a framework for 
peace in the future.” 

He also voiced concern about the 
deterioration of the dollar's value 
abroad, but be announced no steps 
to shore it up or to cut the U.S. 
trade deficit, which reached $30 bil- 
lion last year. 

The dollar soared and gold 
plunged today, as the Carter ad- 
ministration told international for-

Active Trading 

Trading was “extremely active," 
in Japan and Europe, then slack- 
ened in New York. 

In Frankfurt tbe dollar jumped 
almost 6 pfennigs. It dosed at 
1.992 marks from 1.9375 yesterday. 

In Zurich, it closed at 1.6520 
Swiss francs, compared with 13987 
and its best value in a week. In 
Tokyo, where the dollar has lost a 
third of its value in a year, it re- 
bounded to 185.455 yeu compared 
with 183.75 yen 24 hours earlier. 

In Paris, where the franc has 
strengthened dramatically this 
week, dealers boosted the the dollar 
to 4335 francs compared with 
yesterday’s 43175. 

Jump In Milan 

Milan saw the dollar jump from 
a 29-month low to close eight lire 
higher, at 83130 lire. Brussels 
priced the dollar up to 32 Belgian 
francs, compared with 31.435 yes- 
terday. Amsterdam boosted it from 
2.1025 guilders to 2.15 guilders 

In London it climbed steadily 
throughout the day. closing at $1.94 
to the pound compared with yester- 
day's $1.9760. a dollar gain of 3.6 
cents during the day. 

In New York, however, the dollar 
fell sharply after the president's 
n ews conference .

aircraft-carrier program. 

The president informed congres- 
sional leaders of his decision earlier 
in the day. and House Democratic 
Leader Jun Wright said the veto 
message to Congress, “if couched" 
in the same terms as Mr. Carter's 
explanation 10 House and Senate 
leaders, should result in Congress 
sustaining the rejection. 

White House officials said the 
primary concern is not the nuclear 
carrier itself. “It is what they want 


to cut to buy the carrier." said one 
of them. “They wrecked the pro- 
gram Tor improving NATO ... to 
buy this big expensive thing that 
nobody needs.” 

Leaving the White House meet- 
ing, Sen. Alan Cranston. D-Calif., 
told reporters, “The president told 
us he is going to veto the bill ... I 
think the president made a sound 
decision.” 

Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash~ 
described the' situation as “an hon- 
est difference of opinion” but pre- 
dicted, “It's going to create some 
divisiveness in the Congress.” 

“The president is simply assert- 
ing with a veto a long-held view 
that we don't need another nuclear 
carrier.” Sen. Jackson said.

Ray Denies Atlanta Visit 
With Rifle Before Slaying 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 17 (UPJ) 
— James Earl Ray said today that 
he would “take responsibility” for 
murdering Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. if investigators could prove that 
he returned to Atlanta, the site of 
Dr. King’s headquarters, after he 
bought the rifle that was used to 
kill the civil-rights leader. 

Ray's whereabouts in tbe week 
before the killing of Dr. King in 
Memphis on April 4, 1968, became 
tbe focal point of Ray’s second day 
of televised testimony before the 
House Select Committee on Assas- 
sinations. 

Ray contends that he bought the 
rifle in Birmingham. Ala., on 
March 29. then took a “slow drive” 
to Memphis, arriving April 3, the 
day before Dr. King was shot That 
same day, he said, he turned the 
murder weapon over to a mysteri- 
ous man known only as “RaouL” 
and never saw it again. 

“I’m sure I never returned to 
Atlanta. If I did. I’ll just take re- 
sponsibility for Lhe King case right 
here on TV,” Ray said when 
pressed on what be did after buying 
the rifle.

chairman of the committee, said 
that the manager of the rooming 
house where Ray previously stayed 
in Atlanta saw Him there on March

Cardinals Said Agreed on Consensus Y ote

ROME, Aug, 17 (NYT) — The 
cardinals who will elect a new pope 
in the secret conclave that is to be- 
gin a week from tomorrow were re- 
ported today to have agreed on 
making every effort to reach a 
quick consensus in order to empha- 
size the fundamental unity of the 
church. 

The Vatican would only state of- 
ficially that the Sacred College of 
Cardinals had met this morning for 
the eighth time since Pope Pam VI 
died Aug. 6, and had continued dis- 
cussing the niles for choosing a suc- 


cessor. Ninety-nine cardinals were 
said to have attended. 

Sources close to today's partici- 
pants said several cardinals had 
recommended stepped-up, pre-con- 
clave negotiations to narrow the 
field of candidates and speed the 
balloting. 

These suggestions met with gen- 
eral approval, the informants 
reported. 

A handful of influential cardi- 
nals who are not necessarily them- 
selves favorites are known to have 
promoted private meetings of 
groups of their peers yesterday and 
today to discuss the chances of in- 


dividual candidates and map con- 
clave strategy. 

Churchmen who claim to be in- 
formed of the activities of these 
“grand electors," or pope-makers, 
said today the range of credible 
candidates had been restricted dur- 
ing the talks of the last few days to 
no more than five or six Italian car- 
dinals, and one or two non-Italians 
— Cardinal Eduardo Peronia of 
Argentinia and Cardinal Jan Wilie- 
b rands of the Netherlands.

He insisted that 
even as a petty criminal he was too 
smart to leave his prims behind. 

Fingerprint Contention 

It was suggested that he did not 
have time to wipe his prims off the 
rifle because he was in a hurry to 
flee the scene of the shooting, 
“Usually you do that [remove the 
prints] beforehand — before the 
crime,” Ray said. “There are sever- 
al things you can use to prevent 
your fingerprints from getting on 
the rifle. Every novice knows 
enough to keep your fingeiprints 
off a weapon if it's going to be used 
for a serious crime. 

“I used flesh-colored Band-Aids 
[io prevent fingerprints] in the 
past, he said. 

Ray’s fingerprints were found on 
the rifle when it was recovered near 
the shooting scene. 

“When we t hink about the fact 
that Raoul's fingerprints don’t exist 
on that rifle at all, doesn't that indi- 
cate that Raoul doesn't exist at 
all?” Ray was asked.

New Dominican Leader 
Calls Balaguer 'Corrupt’ 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 
Republic. Aug. 17 (UPI) — With 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance looking on, millionaire cattle 
rancher Antonio Guzman took the 
oath of office as president Yester- 
day in the first peaceful shift of 
power in the histoiy of the Domini- 
can Republic. 

Mr. Guzman. 67, immediately 
lashed out at what he said had been 
the “enormous corruption” of his 
predecessor, Joaquin Balaguer. and 
fired two generals who he said tried 
to keep him from winning the elec- 
tion in May. 

Mr. Balaguer sat through the 
stinging inauguration speech with- 
out visible display of anger Mr. 
Guzman then nad a private lunch 
with Mr. Vance. Details of their 
talks were not made public. 

Mr. Vance said later that “it was 
a moving experience to witness 
today’s constitutional transfer of 
power." The historic event bad 
demonstrated, he said, “that a free 
people can successfully meet the 
basic issues before them, make a 
choice and then, putting aside their 
differences, unite and turn to the 
tasks of advancing their nation’s 
freedom, security and develop- 
ment." 

Thousands of flag-waving Do- 
minicans had taken to the streets to 
dance, sing and chant “Viva Guz- 
man. Viva Balaguer,” as Mr. 
Vance, tbe U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations. Andrew Young, 
and the other visiting dignitaries 
filed into the National Assembly 
building for the swearing-in.

Why did it take so long to 
achieve the crossing?

A great 
surge of interest in flight came at 
the turn of the century, partly be- 
cause of the exploits in Paris of a 
dapper little coffee planter from 
Brazil Alberto Santos- Dumom. 

Santos- Dumont is remembered 
for his many technical innovations 
in ballooning and aviation and for 
making the first, round trip in a

Santos-Duxnoni would often fly his 
little dirigibles from his home to a 
downtown restaurant, mooring the 
craft to a lamp post outside.

U.S . Legislator Sends Bergland

CHICAGO. Aug. 17 (UPI) — A 
Croatian couple with guns and a 
bomb held out in the West German 
consulate here today, after break- 
ing in yesterday and taking eight 
persons hostage. They demanded 
release of a comrade convicted of 
attempted murder in West Germa- 
ny. 

A woman hostage escaped yes- 
terday. A second hostage, reported- 
ly the teen-age daughter of Consul 
General Egon Raster, was released. 
Mr. Raster was at home when the 
occupation began. 

Mr. Raster said that the couple 
demanded release of Sljepon 
Bilandzic. 39, convicted of the at- 
tempted murder of a Yugoslav dip- 
lomat in Dussseldorf. Mr. Raster 
said that the death sentence had 
been commuted to life in prison, 
but that the Croatians believed Bi- 
landzic would be put to death if ex- 
tradited to Yugoslavia.

The result, celebrated Wednesday in Santo 
Domingo, was the first peaceful, constitu- 
tional transfer of power from one elected 
government to another in the Dominican 
Republic’s history.

Already on the agenda for next year’s an- 
nual conference are examinations of the ways 
in which the organization’s conventions on 
freedom of association, forced labor and dis- 
crimination in employment have been 
applied. 


In ordinary circumstances, an administra- 
tion like Jimmy Carter’s would want to be 
represented in a discussion of such vital 
human rights. But, alas, in dealing with the 
ILO, as with many issues closer to home, the 
president has so far found George Meany to 
be an extraordinary circumstance. Perhaps 
now, the administration’s hot words may of- 
fer new hope.

cording to Quentin BeU. that “the 
book which had exerted the great- 
est influence on the members of 
this young party was ‘Unto This 
Last* lone of Ruskin's}.** Bell con- 
tinues: "1 have questioned a veter- 
an of the movement who doubts 
whether any of (hem had in fact 
read it Perhaps they had not; but 
the mere fact that they felt that 
they ought to have done so is 
significant-” 

This passage is typical of Bell's 
championing of Ruskin. It also de- 
scribes my own situation: 1 had 
read and heard quite a bit about 
Ruskin, but bad never taken up any 
one of his books and read it 
straight through. 1 felt that 1 ought 
to have done so and f hoped that 
Bell’s "Ruskin” would spur me on. 

Quite the contrary. After finish- 
ing this study. I am confirmed in 
my disinclination. WhQe BeQ's atti- 
tude toward Ruskin is that of “with 
all your faults, I love you still,” I 
now feel as unforgrvmg toward 
Ruskin as he did toward Constable, 
Rembrandt, Michelangelo, Cara- 
vaggio. Whistler and hundreds of 
others. The net effect of BeQ’s 
book, which is intended as a pane- 
gyric. is to leave me wondering how 
Ruskin ever exerted any influence 
atalL 

To give him his due. Ruskin 
championed Turner, though in. a 
way that made even that gentleman 
uneasy, and he could sometimes 
paint a lovely picture with words 
himself. After that, all I can discov- 
er to his credit in BeQ's book is 
this: Ruskin tried to buy an Alp; he 
gave money to anyone who could 
tell an affective story of hardship; 
finding a little oil who had 
nowhere to play. Ruslan bought 
her a field; he put his money where 
his mouth was and tried to found a 
utopia of modest peasants who 
were to be ruled hy the local gentry, 
an experiment that was not so 
much noble as it was a pleasant 
piece of silliness. 

Ruskin changed his mind so of- 
ten about art mat I formed a pic- 
ture of him as sticking out his 
tongue at his bathroom mirror eve-

cent study of Virginia Woolf. & 
honor of the occasion, Bell hag 
composed a preface for “Rusifer 
in which be says; “J have seldom 
written anything with greater plea, 
sure and there is no work, by to;

Bell's own theory of art criticism 
is peculiarly suited to Ruskin’s. He 
holds that it doesn't matter whether 
a critic is right or wrong. All the 
ideal critic qeeds is “to fed intense- 
ly about works of art" and to have 
“the power rightly and fully to ex- 
press his emotions.” “The c or re ct 
principles and theory and so on. 
... are in fact superfluous. All 
that matters is that burning sinceri- 
ty and that golden voice.” 

I can go a small distance here 
with Bell: 1 agree that an intensely 
felt opinion, powerfully expressed, 
may — even when wrong — some- 
times illuminate a work in a 
perverse way. But this is not the

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A Name Is a Name — - When U.S. Committee Says So 


Pl?APT JT Norwegian Finds U.S. 
ITl^UrLEit Land of Opportunity

W ASHINGTON (WP) — At the 24Sth meeting of the Foreign 
Names Committee, the subject is not nuclear warfare, but it 
could be: 12 stem men from the CIA, the State Department and 
seven other U.S. agencies studying identical documents, debating 
around a long conference table, eyeglasses propped on thoughtful 
brows. Their deliberations take place m a restricted Defense Depart- 
ment building, in a room dotted with maps and military plaques. The 
talk is subdued but serious. 

But their subject is not an H-bomb, or even an A-bomb. It is an 
“e.” 

The tiny republic of Surinam wants to be called Suriname. And the 
Foreign Names Committee — which instructs Americans what is 
officially in a name — will not treat this issue lightly. 

“Is it our practice to accept what a foreign embassy tells us to do7" 
Chairlie Rouse of Defense asks indignantly. “I'd like to bear what 
the French would say if we told them to spell America with a ‘ca’ 
instead of a *que\” 

“Well," answers staffer Ted Liard, an “e” proponent, “if a govern- 
ment is sufficiently irritated . . . We’re telling the [U.S.] government 
what names they mould use. If they write to Surinam without an “e," 
they’re going to get snotty replies." 

“Y eah. but where do you draw the line, TedT* 
linguist Carl Page interrupts. “We always do what’s most practi- 
cal" he says in a professional monotone. “We adopted ‘Bangladesh’ 
immediately. We changed Rumania to Romania." He looks up from 
his files. “This is a very small change." 

The Foreign Names Committee decides to add the “e.” 

PPL to RKSW 

It is one of thousands of decisions reached each year by the U.S. 
Board on Geographic Names, a tiny U.S. agency that works u> stand- 
ardize the names of the miiHora of geographic features throu gh out 
the world. In their jargon, the board keeps up with the names of 
everything from PPL (populated places) to RKSW (rocks in water), 
and devises or approves names in the three new frontiers: Antarctic, 
underseas and extraterrestrial features. Their decisions are then the 
official names used for government map* and documents m id period- 
icals. 

The 32 staff members who do the leg work are paid by the nm* 
member agencies of the board: The Departments of Agriculture, 
Commerce, Interior, Defense, and State, the U.S. Postal Service, the 
Library of Congress, (he CIA and the U.S. Government Printing 
Office. The board consists of these agencies’ representatives and their 
deputies, and the estimated cost is put at $300,000 annually. 

Beside the Foreign Committee, which meets every other month, a 
domestic committee oversees local names — usually recording local 
preference. It interferes only it there is a dispute, or if any names are 
derogatory or offensive: The board changed Whorehouse Meadow, 
for example, into Naughty Girl Meadow. They lalra it all quite seri- 
ously. 

“None of the board’s activity is academic or a trivial concern," 
insisted Richard Randall, the board’s executive secretary, the man in 
charge of the day-to-day operation. “This helps worldwide communi- 
cation. On a personal level at a cocktail party, the natural icebreaker 
is ‘Where are you from?’ Well, suppose you couldn’t tell them? 

“You can transpose this to the business of nations. It's hard to say 
where you are unless you know the name.” 

-Names, Randall maintains, have deep political ramifications, “We 
had assumed geographical names were technical pursuits, but we 
were disabused.'"' 

At last year’s U.S. conference on geographic names in Athens, the 
Cypriots and the Turks de layed much of the proceedings with an 
angry debate over what to call futures in Cyprus — the Turks want- 
ing the Greek names changed to Turkish. 

Names are a serious obsession for Randall and the board. They 



officially eliminated the conventional name “Bouvet Island" eight 
years ago, but some members want it reinstated. 

“I wouldn’t bring this op," Hard said. “But the staff keeps shoving 


documents on my desk, saving the conventional name should be 
restored. 1 keep on saying, ‘Look, it’s a rock in the water, forget iV 
But they say we can’t do that.” 

Another debate ensues. Charlie Rouse, the bydrographer (marine 
cartographer) from Defense, is against having two names for one 
place. “For years I've fought against dual names. I don’t like to see 
options. You can’t standardize if you use options." 

But another member points out that Bouvetoya refers simply^ to 
the political unit, while Bouvet Island refers to the physical entity, 
the rock-_ 

A number of board members go up to the huge map of the world 
on the wall, to see how the island is currently labeled. 

“It’s not here,” chairman R.L Hlick from Postal Service shrugs. 

, “It’s covered by the map’s legend-" The board decides to restore the 
conventional names- 

Later, Randall said, “It’s uninhabited, so you can ask why we’re 
interested. We're interested because the Norwegians are interested." 

Yakutat Reefs 

< — ... — . .. 

Not every nany> requires debate, and the committee disposes 
quickly of dozens of new names from Papua New Guinea. There is a 
recommended new name for Yakutat Reefs. 

“Probably some fellow named Yakutat wanted to be on the map, 
so he made the place up," Mr. Liard explains to the committee, as he 
looks at a file card on the subject. “There's been only one source 
which mentioned it, in 1944. Nothing ever since. So let’s just get rid 
of it.” The commitxee declares Yakutat Reefs nonexistent. 

Carefully following the proceedings has been a representative of 
Thailand, Lt. CoL Villa Wasanasomsith, conventionally called Villa, 
who hopes to introduce a board on geographic names in ,his own 
country. 

One of the major problems in Thailand is that foreigners insist on 
calling Bangkok Bangkok, even though for the last 200 years its real 
name has been Krung Thep. “Bangkok is the name of the entire 
region, not the capital city,” Lt. CoL Villa explains. 

(But even board members have trouble keeping up with every 
name. Just before this meeting began, and after a careful security- 
clearance procedure. Villa and other visitors were ushered into the 
second-floor meeting room. Villa was warmly greeted by linguist 
Page. “U's warm here today, isn’t it, CoL Vffla?" Page said. “I bet it 
feds like Bangkok.") 

Throughout the board meeting, staff members across the hall busi- 
ly answer inquiries, read foreign periodicals and documents for name 
changes, oversee the file of more than four million names. 

The day-to-day work of the staff is much like putting together a 
dictionary of an infinite, ever-changing language. Something so com- 
plicated is nothing to laugh at A staff geographer turns down a 
request for absurd names. “No name is suly,” he says. “Not to the 
people who use it. Some people think my name is funny. I don't, of 
couraeL" His name is Ole Scfaelsnes. 

The Apostrophe 

Names may be a major factor in world order, but it is punctuation 
that may split the Foreign Names Co mmi ttee at their next meeting. 
Left unresolved when the 248th ended is what to do about the apos- 
trophe. 

State wants the apostrophe for use in People's Republic of China 
and 13 other nations of the ilk. 

But the staff does not believe in using the apostrophe at all “The 
implication Is that the feature belongs to the individual it is 
commemorating,” Dr, Randall explained. “Henry's mountain is not 
Henry's. But, more importantly, on a map, if there’s an apostrophe in 
a body of water, some mariners might confuse it with a rock." 


IbaVMahngkMfto 

claim to be conservative when it comes to approving ehan^ but the 
board obviously loves names: It has changed its own fivetinies. 

When President Benjamin Harrison created the board in 1890 by 
executive order, it was to clear up the roponomic confusion in the 
Western frontier. Half a century Later, the Congress gave the board 
its own statute. 

The board has made millions of decisions since then, printing the 
gazeteers for each country. The most conspicuous recent decision 
was replacing Saigon with Ho Chi Minh City. The rule of thumbis to 
accommodate c h a n ges ordered by the foreign locality, whether or not 
their government has diplomatic relations with the United States. 

The board’s most difficult work involves t ransli terating namw 
written in a foreign alphabet Although the board issues a Romaniza- 
uon Guide, the language barrier is sometimes insurmountable. 
Nigeria, for example, has 141 languages, and there are 15 ways to 
spell a three-syllable In dian name in Alaska. 

Cologne or Rain? 

But even foreign names in the Roman alphabet create a 

problem. What people in the United States know as The Hague, the 
people in the Netherlands know as Gravenhage. Munich is known as 
Munchen by Germans, Cologne as Koln. The board solves this prob- 
lem by calling all English misnomers “conventional names," which 
are defined by Liard as “any name the board decides to give as 
conventional" 

Eight other nations have their own boards on geographic nan** 
but the U.S. board is the oldest and most extensive. Only the British 
board is a greater stickler than the UJS. one: The British still call 
their former colony Ceylon, although even the United States finally 
agreed to Sri L a nk a. And the British insist the only proper for 
Iran is Persia. 

Randall paid by the Defense Mapping Agency, has been involved 
with the U.S. board indirectly since birth, when the contro-
